Indian Affairs 



Amongst the papers sent down to 
the House and now before tbo Solect 
Committee to which the subject was 
referred, perhaps the most important 
is the folio wing Report of the Hon. 
Mr. Laird, Minister of Interior, and 
concurred in by the Privy Council of 
Canada: 

Department or the Interiou, 
Ottawa, Nov. 2nd, 1874. 

Memo. 

The undersigned is desirous of 
bringing under tho consideration of 
the Govornor-G-ejoral in Council the 
present unsatisfactory state of the In- 
dian Land question in tho Province 
of British Columbia. 

In connection with this subject ho 
has had beforohini various reports and 
officials documents, among others, a 
voluminous correspondence of Mr; In- 
dian Commissioner Powell with the 
Local Government of British Colum- 
bia, in reference to the Order in Coun- 
cil ot tho 24th April last, respecting 
the Indian Reserves; also, the same 
Commissioner's report of a visit made 
by him to.tixe Indian tribes in the in- 
terior of British Columbia during the 
past Summer; and lastly, an able and 
interesting communication from the 
Rev. C. F. Graudidier, (a Roman Ca- 
tholic missionary, residing among tho 
Indians in tho Interior) published in 
tho "Standard" newt paper, Victoria, 
with letters from both the Indian 
Commissioners and from the Roman 
Catholic Bishop of British Columbia, 
commenting on Father Grandidier's 
communication; all of which reports 
and letters aro herewith submitted. 

A cursory glance at theso docu- 
ments, is enough to show that tho pre- 
sent state of the Indian laud question 
in our territory West of the Rocky 
Mountains is most unsatisfactory, and 
that it is the occasion, not only of great 
discontent among the aboriginal 
tribes, but also of serious alarm to the 
■whito settlers. 

To the Indian, the land question far 
transcends in importance all others, 
and its satisfactory adjustment in Bri- 
tish Columbia will be the first step 
towards allaying the wide-spread and 
growing discontent now existing 
among the native tribes of that Pro- 
Tinco. 

The adjustment of this important 
matter is not a little complicated, from 
the fact that its solution requires the 
joint action of the Dominion Govern- 
ment and tho Government of British 
Columbia, and involves a possible re- 
ference to the Secretary of State for 
tho Colonies. 

The policy heretofore pursued by 
the Local Government of British Co- 
lumbia toward tho red men in that 
Province-rand the recently oppressed 
views of that Government in the cor- 
respondence herewith submitted, fall 
short of the estimate entertained by 
tho Dominion Government of the rea- 
sonable claims of the Indians. 

In tho very last official communica- 
tion, under date tho 12th ultimo, re- 
ceived through Mr. Commissioner 
Lenihan, the Provincial Secretary of 
British Columbia writes as follows: 

"In tho meantime, I desire to call 
your attention to the fact that all that 
io reasonable and just to demand of 
tho Provincial Government is, that 
the 13th Section of the Terms of U- 
nion should be faithfully observed. 
Should the Dominion Government be 
of opinion that concessions beyond 
those provided for in tho said Sec- 
tion are necessary, it becomas the 
duty of that Government to make pro- 
vision accordingly." 

To explain tho relative position of 
the Dominion and Local Governments 
in relation to tnis question, it is ne- 
cossaiy to remember: — 

That, under the opeiation of the 
109th and 146th Sections of tho "Bri- 
tish North America Act of 1807," all 
the public lauds of the Province of 
British Columbia are placed under tho 
control of the Local Government; 

That, by the 13th Article of the Terms 
of admihMun of British Columbia into 
Confederation it is provided, — 

"Thar the charge uf the Indiana, unci 
the trusteeship and management of the 
lands reserved fur their use and benefit, 
should bo assumed by the Dominion Gov 
eminent, and a "policy as liberal as that 
hitherto pursued by tho British Columbia 
Government should be continued by the 
Dominion Government alter tho Union. " 

And it is further provided, — 

''To carry out such policy, tracts of 
land of such extent «s it has hitherto 
been tho practice of the Britmh Colum- 
bia Government to appropriate for that 
purpose, shall from time to tunc bo con- 
veyed from tho Local ^to the Dominion 
Government, in trust for the use and 
benefit of tho Indians, on application of 
tho Dominion Government; and in case 
of disagreement between tho two gov- 
ernments, respecting the quantity of such 
tracts of laud bo granted, tho matter 
shall bo referred for the decision of thu 
Secretary of Stato for tho Colonies." 

When tho f miners of the Terms of ad- 
mission of Britwh Columbia into tho 
Union inserted this provision, requiring 
tho Dominion Government to pursue a 
policy as liberal towards tho Indians as 
that hitherto pursued by tho British Co- 
lumbia Government, they could hardly 
have been aware of tho marked contrast 
betwoeu tho Indian policies which had 
up to that time, prevailed in Canada and 
British Columbia respectively. 

Whereas in British Columbia, ten acres 
of land wt's tho maximum allowance for 
a family of five persona, in old Canada 
tho minimum allowance for such a fami- 
ly was eighty acres; and a similar con- 
trast obtained in regard to grants for 
education and all other matters connect- 
ed with the Indians under tho respective 
govorumonts. Bead by this light, tho 
jiisortiou of a olauso guaranteeing tho 



aborigines of British Columbia tho con- 
tinuance by tho Dominion Government 
of tho liberal policy horotoforo pursued 
by tho Local Government, seems littlo 
short of a mockery of their claims. 

Tho first stop taken by tho Government 
of tho Dominion in dealing with this 
subject was tho passing of an Order in 
Council of the 21st March, 1873, recom- 
mending that eighty acres of land should 
bo assigned by the Local Government of 
British Columbia to oyery Indian family 
of tivo persons. 

To this recommendation (made in ac- 
cordant^ with the general policy hereto- 
fore pursued in Old Canada in snob, mat- 
ters, but without taking into considera- 
tion tbo bearing of the 13th Clause 
already referred to, securing a liberal 
policy for the Indians of British Colum- 
bia) tho Government of that Province 
peremptorily deelinod to accede, alleging 
that tho quantity of laud which tbo Order 
in Council proposed to assign to tbo In- 
dians was greatly in excess of what was 
found to be sufficient by previous local 
Governments, and tho Indian Commis- 
sioner was noticed thrt tho Government 
of British Columbia had decided that tho 
land reserved for tho Indians should not 
exceed twenty acres for each head ot a 
family of five persons. 

Even this allowance of twenty acres for 
each head of a family, inadequate as it 
would have been considered by tho In- 
dians, has, by tho interpretation lately 
put by tho local authorities on their Or- 
der in Council granting it, been very 
materially reduced. Thoy now hold that 
that Order in Council was intended to an- 
ply to new reserves only and not to tho 
old reservesexist'ng at the timo of Union. 
Such, with tho exception of tho latter in- 
torpretation, was tho position of tho In- 
dian, land question in British Columbia 
when the duty of administering Indian 
affairs devolved upon the undersigned iu 
his capacity of Minister of tho Interior. 

His first step in connection with tho 
subject was to submit a memorandum to 
Council setting forth tho facts of tho case 
and recommending, as under the circum- 
stances was inevitable, that the Order in 
Council of tl e 21st Marob. 1873. assign- 
ing eighty acres to each Indian family be 
rescinded, and that only twenty uores bo 
allowed to each family, but alio recom- 
mending, inter alia, that tho Local Gov- 
ernment should bo invited to reconsider 
their Indian land policy with a view to 
co-operate in every way with the Govern- 
ment of tho Dominion in satisfying tlie 
reasonably demands of the untivo tribes 
Wost of tiio Hooky Mountains. 

This memorandum was approved by the 
Governor-General iu Counoil on 24th 
April last. 

Mr. Indian Commissioner Powoll duly 
submitted this Order in Council to tho 
British Columbia Government, accom- 
panied by such arguments as ho could 
uso in favour of tho adoption by that 
Government of a moro liberal laud policy 
towards the Indians. 

Tho British Columbia Government, 
however, appear to bo resolved to adhere 
to their determination not to go beyond 
tho grant of twenty acres to each Indian 
family, and even that allowance, as al- 
ready observed, is authoritively declared 
to be intended not "to effect or unsettle 
reservations before established but is 
confined to tho cases in which, at tho 
time of Confederation, tho original tribes 
were not provided with land set apart for 
their exclusive uso." 

Tho Indian Commissioner onboing offi- 
cially notified of tho views of tho Local 
Government, felt reluctantly obliged to 
arrest tho surveys of tho Indian Reserves 
in tho Province— surveys which bad boon 
authorized by him, and which wero then 
being proceeded with, on the understand- 
ing (sanctioned, as ho believed, by tho 
Local Government] that twenty acres of 
land wero to bo allowed to each Indian 
family, whether on the old Reserves or 
otherwise. 

'this suspension of the surveys, though 
under other circumstances a necessary 
step, is calculated to aggravate thu discon- 
tent and alarm of the Indians iu reference 
to their treatment by tbo Government, 
and will, in a great measure, help to keep 
open the long pending dispute between 
tbo whito settlers and tho Indians in re 
fereuce to their respective land clninis; 
disputes which, in tho summer of 1873, 
nearly led to an outbreak of tho Indian 
population of tho Province, and to the 
recurrence of which it was honed these 
surveys would put an end. 

How universal, deep seated, and in- 
tense, the feeling of discontent among the 
Indians of British Columbia was, pre 
vious even to the last dooision of the 
Local Government limiting tho 20 aero 
grant, is unmistakably apparent in Mr. 
Comtnissonor Powell's Report of bis visit 
to the native tribes last summer, and in 
tho letters of tbo Boman Catholic Bishop 
of tho Province, act] Father Graudidier. 

[n this connection Mr. Commissioner 
Powell does not hesitate to write that — 

"If there has not been an Indian War, 
it is not because therj has boon no inj no- 
tice to tho Indians, but because tho In- 
dians have not been sufficiently unit- 
ed." 

Theso gloomy anticipations aro shared, 
not only by both the Indian Commis- 
sioners, but also by tho whito settlers 
generally in tho Province, and are ex- 
pressed till more strongly, if possible, 
in the communication already alluded to, 
of Father Graudidier and the Roman 
Catholic Bishop of tho Province. 

All concur in tbo opinion that, until 
the hind grievances of which the Indians 
complain aro batisfactorly redressed, no 
treatment, however liberal or humane in 
tlio way of money grants or presents, will 
avail to secure peace or contentment 
among them. As an evidence of tho 
strength of t his feeding of dissatisfaction, 
Commiusonor Posvell states that tlio In- 
dian bands at Nicola and Okanagan Lakes 
wholly declined to accept any presents 
from "him last summer, lost, by so doing, 
they should bo thought to waive their 
claim for compensation for tho injustice 
done them iu relation to tho Lund Grants. 

The views of the Roman Catholic Bish- 
op and of Father Graudidier on ti rely ac- 
cord, as wo bavesaid, with those of tho 
Commissioners; and the opinions of those 
Reverend gentlemen aro, it is thought, 
worthy of special consideration, from the 
fact that they speak with a thorough 
knowledge of the subject, acquired by a 
long residence among tho Indians, and 
close and habitual intercourse with them. 

Tho other principal land grievances of 
which the Indians complain, besides that 
of the insufficient quantity allowed them, 
as already referred to, may ho briefly 
stated under two heads: — 

1st, They complain that, in many in- 
stances, the" lands which thoy had settled 
upon and cultivated have boon taken 
from them without compensation, and 
pre-empted by the white settlors, and that 



in somo cases their burial grounds havo 
boon thus pre-empted. 

2nd. Thoy complain that in conso- 
qnonco of tho present stato of tho law in 
reference to pastoral land, .their cattle and 
horses are systematically driven away 
from tho open country by the w hito set- 
tlers who have taken leases of pastoral 
land in tho neighbourhood. 

All theso several grievances have been, 
for many years past, tho subjects of com- 
plaint among tho Indians. But during 
tho last two or three years thoy have as- 
sumed a more serious aspect than hereto- 
fore; partly from the fact that tho Indians 
aro now, for tho first time, feeling prac- 
tically the inoonvenieneo of being 
hemmed in by tho whito sottlnrs, and 
prevented from using the land for pas- 
toral purposes; partly because tho In- 
dians are only now beginning to under- 
stand tho value of agriculture and to de- 
sire tho possession of land for cultivation 
and part y, it may bo, because they havo 
been recently made aware of tho liberal 
laud policy extended to tho Indians of 
North -West in recent Treaties, and na- 
turally contrast this treatment with tho 
policy meted out to themselves. 

Tho Indians of British Columbia, es- 
pecially those in tho Interior of the Pro- 
vince, aro intelligent and industrious, 
and likely to turn to good account any 
farming lands which may bo assigned to 
them. Moreover they already own large 
herds of horses and cattle, and a liberal 
allowance of pastoral land is to them a 
matter cf absolute necessity, to enable 
thorn to support their stock. 

The undersigned feels that the Gov- 
ernment of tho Dominion cannot be 
charged with want of liberality in its 
dealings with tho Indians of British Co- 
lumbia since the admission of that Pro- 
vince into t he Union. During tho last 
two years the sum of $51,000 has been 
voted by Parliament for their benefit;and 
before tho expiration of tho current fi- 
nancial year, tho whole of that largo sum 
will probably have been expended, either 
in supporting Indian Schools, making 
surveys, distributing agricultural imple- 
ments and seed, or for other objects cal 
culated to promoto their material and 
moral well being. 

When it is statod that prior to tho ad- 
mission of British Columbia into tho 
Union tho entiro annual expenditure of 
the Local Crovernment on tho Indians 
i id not exceed, at most, a few hundrid 
dollars; that as Mr. Commissioner Pow- 
oll states: — 

"Money payments by tho Government, 
on account of tho native race, have been 
restricted to expenditure incurred by 
Indian outrages, and no efforts have been 
put forth with a view to civilizing them; 
it having beuu considered that tho boat 
mode of treating them was to lot them 
alone." 

It cannot bo alleged that, in this re- 
spect, tho (Government of the Dominion 
has failed, on its part, to continue towards 
the Indians of that Province as liberal as 
that previously pursued by the British 
Columbia Government. 

Iu laying the foundation of tho Indian 
policy in that Province, on tho same per- 
manent and satisfactory basis as in tho 
other portions of the Dominion, tho gov- 
ernment of the Dominion feel they would 
not be justified in limiting their efforts 
to what, under tho strict letter of tho 
Terms of Union, thoy wero called upon 
to do. Thoy feel that a great national 
question like this, a question involving 
possibly iu tho noar future an Indian 
War with all its horrors, should bo ap- 
proached in a vory different spirit, and 
dealt with upon other higher grounds. 
Actuated by theso feelings, tho Govern- 
ment of the Dominion in its dealings 
with the Indians of British Columbia 
has acted as has been shown, 
in a spirit of liberality far 
beyond what tho strict terms of tho 
agreement required at its hands; and 
they confidently trust that on a calm ro 
view of tho whole subject in all its im- 
portant bearings, tho Government of that 
Province will bo prepared to meet them 
iu a spirit of equal liberality. 

The policy foreshadowed in tho pro- 
visions of the 13th Clause of tho' British 
Columbia Terms of Union is plainly in- 
adequate to satisfy the fair and reasona- 
ble demands of tho Indians. 

To satisfy these demands, and to secure 
tho good will of tho natives, tho Domin- 
ion and Local Governments must look 
beyoud the terms of that agreement, and 
be governed in their conduct towards the 
aborigines tiy the justice of thoir claims, 
and by the necessities of the caso. 

Tho undersigned would, therefore, 
respectfully recommend, that the Gov- 
ernment of tho Dominion should makt> 
an earnest appeal to tho Government uf 
British Columbia, if they value tho peace 
ami prosperity of their Proviuce — if thej 
desire that Canada as a whole should re- 
tain the high character she has earned 
fur herself by her just and honorable 
treatment of the red men of the forest, to 
reoonsider iu a spirit of wisdom and pa- 
triotism the land grievances of which the 
Indians of t hat Province complain, ap 
parently with good reason, and take suoh 
measures as may be necessary promptly 
and effectually to redress them. 

In conclusion, the undersigned would 
recommend that, should the views sub- 
mitted in this Memorandum be approved 
by tho Governor-General in Council, a 
copy of the O ■ dor in Council passed in 
tho oi>8o, withaoopyoi tins Memoran- 
dum, be transmitted to His Honor tho 
Lieutenant-Governor of British Colum- 
qia, with a request that he would take an 
early opportunity of submitting them to 
his Executive Government, and express 
the hope tuat tho views of tho Dominion 
Govei ninent therein om bodied may ob- 
tain an early and favorable consider* 
tiou. 

I-Io would further recommend, that, 
copies of tho Order in Council and tho 
Memorandum, should also be transmitted 
by tho Governor-General to tho Secre- 
tary of Stato for the Colonies, accom- 
panied by copies of suoh of tho other 
documents herewith submitted as may bo 
thought necessary to enable the Colonial 
Secretary to understand in all its benr- 
ings tho great national question now 
seeking solution at tho hands of tho Do- 
minion Government and the Government 
of British ColumLia,

. 11VE ASSEMBLY. 

FOURTH SESSION. 

Tuesday, April 20. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Mr. Hughes complained of tlio ineor- 
reotueaa of a report in the- Standard, 
whieh hud entirely misrepresented him 
on the indemnity question. 

Mr. Smithe s.iid ho wua reported in the 
Standard as having said ho was not open 
to voto on the indemnity question. This 
was untrue. He hud never shirked a 
voteinthisHiHi.se. What lie said was 
thut his constituents having given an ad- 
verse voto on the question of indemnity 
lie was bound to follow their instruc- 
tions. He had also not said that ho be- 
lieved in paying members from o distance 
more than members living at Victoria. 
l. c. f. u. 

Mr. MoCreight reported tho Lightning 
Creek Fire Brigade Bill with amend- 
ments. 

INDIANS. 

The Committee appointed to enquire 
into and report upon tho condition of 
the Indians in British Columbia with re- 
spect to their lauds and preserves, 
reported that 111 v irions parta of tli ) 
Province tho Indians have complained, 
find have had good reason to complain, 
of their treatment on the question: of 
their land reserves. They found this to 
have been particularly tho case on tho 
eastern side of tho Cascades. The prin- 
ciple having been recognized ever since 
tho first colonization of tho Province that 
on the eastern side of tho Cascades the 
amount of land allowed to settlors should 
bo double the quantity allowed on the 
•west side, of the Cascades, the Commit- 
tee were of opinion that at least the same 
principle of liberality should he applied 
to Indiana ami Indian lands in those dis- 
tricts of the Province where Indians are 
stock-owners and require lands for pas- 
toral purposes in even n higher degree 
thau for cultivation. The Committee, in 
conclusion, suggested the cordial and 
immediate adoption of the humane, just 
and liberal views in regard to the man- 
agement of our Indians set forth by Mr. 
JLaird, Dominion Minister of tho Interior, 
in his memorandum on tho subject of 
date '2 1 November, 187-1, printed copies 
of which, as well as of other valuable 

Eapors on Indian affairs, had recently 
eeu laid before the House. 
Hon. Mr. Walkem said there wero six 
members of that Committee whieh had 
never attended a mooting of it. Homo of 
the Indians east of the Cascades had as 
high as 200, SOD and GOO acres apiece. 
He had not laid all the copies of corres- 
pondence before the House because they 
were not in his possession, and negotia- 
tions were pending. When that corres- 
pondence came to ho published it would 
be seen that t he Dominion Government 
was not entitled to as much credit as the 
correspondence already published would 
eeem to indicate. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven s/iid that no one 
could tell anything about the state of In- 
dian Affairs without going to tho Land 
Office, and this the Committee had uot 
done. 

Mr. Smithe said ho had made every 
possible effort to induce the two hon. 
gentlemen who had just spoken to attend 
the eohimittee meetings. Ha had oven 
had the meetings advertised in the pa- 
pers. All I ho members hnd attended 
savo these two. 

Mr. McCieight said t.,.-u he had attend- 
ed and had gone through the correspon- 
dence. 

Dr. Tolmie was sorry tlio Chief Com- 
missioner lfud made insinuations against 
tho correctness of the report. Tho Com 
mitteehtd made every inquiry and hi I 
carefully framed their report. 
r Mr. MeCreight said i hut the instances 
quoted by tho hon. Attorney General 
were exceptional. Hi was satisfied that 
the Indians would not progress in civili- 
zation unless they were better treated 
than they had been lately. The Domin- 
ion Government pointed out this unfair- 
ness, and he (Mr. MeCrcight) was of 
opinion that the present statu of tilings 
might lead in serious disturbances. 

Hon. Mr Walkem said that Judge Cox 
on a windy day had torn up a number of 
letters and toid the Indians that where- 
everthe pieces alighted thev should have 
the land metes and bounds entail 
Halted. ( daughter.) Ho asked the hon. 
gentlemen to withdraw the report and 
tho Govenniioiit would attend to its re- 
quirement < . 

Mr. Robson hoped that tho suggestion 
for the withdrawal of the report would 
not be pressed. The Committee bud 
sought for all the information m it pow- 
er, and he believed that the report, under 
the circumstances, was very mild (hour). 
He bad road Mr, Laird's dispatch and 
must say thut it breathed a spirit which 
this government would do well to inhale 
and breath o out on this Pacific slope- 
(hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that the report 
tied the government down to giving the 
Indians Hli acres of land, w hi ah was Mr. 
Laird's sugestion. 

Mr. A. It. Uobertson said that the re- 
port should bo referred back to tlio Com- 
mittee and tho government given every 
opportunity to attend and explain their 
policy. He should not bu surprised to 
bear of an outbreak at any moment, be- 
cause the Indians had not been fairly 
dealt with ( hear) . 

The report was referred back to tho 
Committee. 

SUT-..Y. 

The Supply Hills were read a third 
time and passed. 

VOTKlts' Ttll.Tj. 

Mr. Holhrook appealed to the govern- 
ment to withdraw tliis Bill, which would 
inflict great evils upon tho Province. One 
Jiot). gentleman in this House had ex- 
pressed his opinion that tho {present list 
of voters would still remain in force and 
that this Bill would only applj to parties 
wishing to register in future. As he read 
it. however, every person must register 
(tgain," 

JlJic report was adopted — 12to d, 

On tho question for tho third madia g, 



Mr. Humphreys said the Act at present 
in existence having boon assented to by 
tho Governor General that therefore the 
excuso urged by tho Attorney Generalfor 
tho introduction of tho bill had been 
swept away. This Hill was destructive 
of the liberties of tho people. It took 
from them the right to voto. It disfran- 
chised ovory man in this Province on tho 
eve of a genoral election, and uot a third 
of the voters now on tho list would bo 
qualified to voto under Lhn new Act. Two- 
thirds of the mechanics of Victoria will 
not be entitled to voto. Ho placed the 
linger of reprobation against this infamous 
measure, and be hoped that in justice to 
the men from whom the members now in 
this House' received their right to fit 
hero they would uot pass this Bill. He 
challenged hon. gentlemen to show a 
parallel case to this in any country where 
Constitutional Government existed. A 
Committee of Vigilance would have to ho 
appointed by the people to defend them- 
selves against the enqroaohments of this 
government. Ho hoped thut tho people 
of this Province would keep woll in view 
the names of tho hon. members who might 
vote for this Dill in order to prevent thorn 
ever again sitting hero (hear). A man 
who gave his sanction to such a bill as 
this was utterly unfit to represent acoiin- 
try so intelligent as this. (Cheers.) He 
moved that tho Bill bo rend a third time 
this day six months. 

Mr. Smithe said that as this Bill win 
passed upon tho understanding that the 
Bill of last session hnd been disallowed 
at Ottawa, and us it was now known that 
that Bill had not been disallowed, he 
saw no necessity for the passage of this 
Bill, which would disfranchise two- 
thirds of the people of this Province. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem praised the measure 
as a proper and useful one, and called on 
the House to pass the Bill. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said ho should 
support tho Bill to prevent Chinamen 
and Indians voting. 

Mr. Holhrook said tho Canadian Gov- 
ernment would never allow such a biotas 
this Bill to appear on its Statute Hook 
and would never sanction it; if it wore 
disallowed — ho was sure it would be — 
there would be no Voters' Lists. [Voice— 
That's what this Government wants.] 

Mr. W. A. RoberUoa said this Bill 
placed so many obstacles in tho way of 
registering that one third of tho voters 
would not record their claim. 

Mr. Robson said the Bill was regarded 
hero with great disfavor, and if this wan 
true with respect to Victoria how much 
more might wo expect it to be so in other 
districts fjr which it was oven loss adapt- 
ed. It was a retrogressive step, and ho 
regretted that such a stop should be tak- 
en. No hon. gentleman could help 
knowing that in the outlying districts 
where groat distances had to be travelled 
to make tho necessary declaration ami go 
through tho formalities required, this 
Bill would disfranchise two-thirds of tho 
votors. Ho thought tho hon. gentleman 
from Lillooet did not use too strong lan- 
guage in saying thut it was a disgrace 
and a sharuo to pass such a bill as this in 
tho last session of tho House. (Hear, 
hear). When one of tho arguments of 
those who opposed lvespousiblo Govern- 
ments in tho Province was tho paucity of 
tho population, it was a mistake to dis- 
franchise two thirds of even those few. 
(Hear, hear.) It was asserted that ono 
of tho arguments brought forward by the 
Government for passing this Bill was 
that the preBont Bill which bud worked 
well was disallowed at Ottawa. Kow it 
turns out that that is a cock and a bull 
story. Ho was now speaking in defence 
of the rights of tho population oust of 
tho Cascades, and hoped that all mem- 
bers would come forward and voto and 
not linger in tho lobbies when such an 
important Hill was under discussion. 

Mr. Brown was opposed to the Hill 
from tho tirst, ami was in favor of it ha- 
iug thrown out. Ho was sure it would 
disfranchise many of tlio Mainland vo- 
ters. (Hear, hear.) 

Dr. Tolmie said that the bill was skill- 
fully contrived to limit the number of 
electors and that on the Mainlaud, at all 
events, it would certainly do so. Wt) 
wauled more voters and more members in 
order to carry on Responsible Govern- 
ment in this P rovinco, 
The motion wua lost— 7 ayes to 15 noes. 
Ayes— Hob on, Humphreys, Tolmie-, 
Brown, Holhrook, SimtUe and \V. A. 
Robert son. 

Noes— Woikem, Heaven, \sh, Arm- 
strong, Todd, MoCreight, Hughes, Barn- 
sl.ou, Duck, Cogan, Semlin, Robinson 
Booth.

Mr. Walkem explained tbo object of 
tho B'll which was to authorise tue no 
quisition by tho Dominion tVoverninoui 
of snob lands as may be necessary for tli • 
construction of the railroad from K qui 
malt to Nanaituo. Tho Dominion U'»v 
eminent did not regard tin* us me ssen 
tin I part of the Canadian Pacific Railwii.t 
and had undertaken tho construction ul 
it at the recommendation of Cud (Jar 
uarvou. He read uu order in Council oi 
tho Canadian Government requesting llie 
British Columbia Government to set 
apart certain lands for railway purposes 
between Esquimalt and Nauaimo. In 
co n forming with tho order ho had brought 
down the Bill. The Canadian Government 
had introduced a Bill relating to the as 
tablishment of ;t railway between Nunai 
mo and L=quiniult, which bill has since 
been thrown out by tho Senate, and it 
therefore became necessary for this gov- 
ernment to legislate Upon the matter in 
order to enable the Dominion Govern- 
ment to acquire the private and public 
lands w Luoh might be required. It pro- 
vided that tho land sliall bo handed over 
for a width of 20 miles on each side of 
the line. Ho bad thought it best in 
framing tho act to throw as few obstacles 
in tho way of the Canadian Government 
as possible if they intended to build the 
Railroad this year. 

air. MoCreight thought that tho reason 
tho Senate throw out tho Jiiil was because 
the British Qolurnbin (government had 
legislated upon tlio subject. Ho did not 
wish to blame tho government for this, 
however, us ho considered that they had 
their bands tied. Ho went over the his- 
tory of tho railway dispute and contend- 
ed that tho arrangements of Lord Carnar- 
von were equivnlout to new terms, and 
appeared to regard the unwillingness of 
this government to admit this as the rea- 
son why tho subject had not roccived at- 



tention during the first days of the session, 
and an excuse was thereby afforded the 
Canadian Senate to throw out the Bill. A 
strong government would havo come 
down to the House under theso circum- 
stances and said boldly that it was true 
that in a momentary inadvertance they 
had consented to tho insertion of tho re- 
solution providing that no relaxation of 
tho Terms of Union should bo permitted 
without the approval oi tho people, hut 
thoy wore going to do the best for tho 
peoplo whether they likod it or not and 
would not waste time in appealing to tho 
peoplo. Had they done this and passed 
this Bill curly in this session and tole- 
graplied tho fact to Canada, tho Cana- 
dian Senate would not havo thrown out 
tho Bill. Ho did not think Mr. Macken- 
zie could or would commence the Rail- 
way this year whether this Bill was 
passed or not, and be hoped this would 
be' the general belief 'now, and then we 
should not be accusing him of further 
breaches of promise. Nevertheless, ho 
thought the Bill ought to puss, and thou 
we should not be met with the samo dif- 
ficulty in 187(1 and ran the risk of tho 
const ruction being put off again till 1877. 
Tho only thing that remained for us to 
do was to puss this Bill, and to do it so 
that we should afford no further excuso 
for delay. Belter late than never (hear tJ 
hear). 

Mr. A. R. Robertson said tho faul 
rested mainly with Mr. Mackenzie and 
his colleagues. Ho reviewed the whole 
case and said he did not believe that the 
Government or Senate would shelter 
themselves behind the failure of the 
British Columbia government to attend 
to such a mere matter of detail as tho 
making over the lands provided for in. 
tbo Bill. Both sides bad agreed to thel 
terms and that was the really important 
point. He was a Canadian and he regret 
ted that be could not approve of Mr. 
Mackenzie s course, but was unable to 
regard it as anything buta proof of his 
inveterate hostility to the Railway clause, 
He looked upon tho net ion of the .Senate 
as anot her step in the long game of de- 
lay which had been played by tho Mac- 
kenzie government from the tirst. 

Dr. Tolmie went over the history of tho 
caae and of the Edgar mission. He 
thought the Looal Government had be- 
haved badly in the matter and ho had 
felt ashamed of them ever siiuce. 

Mr. Robson complimented the member 
for Esquimalt with having for uuoc come 
to the front like a man instead of being 
on the fence or in the lobby. (Laugh- 
ter). Ho expressed his suprise at many 
of the remarks which bad fallen from the 
hon. gentleman, and proceeded to say 
that he had then m his pocket u dispatch 
in which ho was informed that tlio raason 
tho .Senate had thrown out tho bill was 
because of the neglect of the Local Gov- 
ernment to pass this bill. The Premier 
hud been told at Ottawa that legislation 
would be required on this subject. (A 
voice - No). He was prepared for denials 
on this subject from the Ministry, especi- 
ally the Premier, who hud stated every- 
where on his return that there wero no 
no new terms and no relaxation and that 
no legislation was necessary. News of 
this wont to Ottawa and this was tho 
reason tho bill was killed in tho Senate. 
He agreed with the souior member for 
Victoria City, no Railway would be built 
between Nanaimo and Victoria this year, 
and that passing the bill now before tho 
House would only show that we meant 
to be better boys in future. He regrett- 
ed tho constant attaokg on Mp. Macken- 
zie's Gouernmcnt and predicted that 
British Columbia would lie less favorably 
received at Ottawa next year than over. 
Ho believed Mr. Mackenzie to bean hon- 
est man; hut human nature could not 
bear more than a certain amount, and if 
you continually met a man with distrust 
and insult, you could not expeot him to 
treat you with cordiality. He supported 
the bill. 

Mr. MoCreight, in explanation, wished 
to say thut ho was dissatisfied with tho 
conduct of the Dominion Government, 
and was sorry that the local G iverameat 
had given their own excuse for their con 
duct. 

The Chief Commissioner said tho local 
Government hud no intimation that the 
Dominion Government would require v 
legislation on the subject before receiv- 
ing the Order in Council and they has 
teticd to comply with it as soon us tho 
necessity was made known.. He con 
tended that t ho real reuson of the bill 
being tlirowu out in tho Senate was be- 
cause it was only voted upon by i'J mem- 
bers. Also, because it di t uui uontiiu a 
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(Canada) was not bound to carry it out. 
Tho mission of the hon. Premier was to 
represent British Columbia's case, and 
he had consented to a very material al- 
teration of the Ternis of Union in consi- 
deration of tho construction of the Es- 
quimalt-Nauaimo Railway. If, ns the 
hon. Premier had declared, thoro was 
no alteration of the Terms of Union, then 
tho extension of tho time limit ami the 
Esquimalt and Nanaimo railway wero 
myths. Yet, in the face of this denial, 
tho House saw this Bill, and tho country 
had a right to demand from the Ministry 
what they meant when thoy said that thoro 
had been no alteration. Ho feared that 
railway construction would not be com- 
menced in duo earnest in this Province, 
yet bore in this House wero found a ma- 
jifity to sustain a Ministry that was 
alone to blame for that delay. Ho defend- 
ed the Opposition against, tho charge of 
factiousness. Tho hon. Premier had 
made two speeches at Victoria in which 
ho referred to his mission as a "glorious 
success," that the Dry Dock negotiations 
hud boon successful, anil that railway 
work would shortly be commenced on 
the Mainland. Now, it appeared that his 
refusal to legislate on tlio relaxed terms 
had caused tlio whole fruits of tho nego- 
tiations to be lost. The House wuh asked 
to accept tho grossest fraud over attempt- 
ed to bo imposed upon any community ! 
The introduction of this bill at this lato 
day menus thut the Government wish to 
relax tho terms without auy appeal to the 
peopio of which they were ever afraid. 
He doubted very much if any of tho Mi- 
nistry would ever again be returned to 
their positions in this House. After see- 
ing the whole of the Edgar correspon- 
dence ho was of opinion that the hon. ' 
gentlemen were to blame for not having 
made a oouuter proposal to Mr. Edgar. 
Tho whole policy of the Government was 
based upon the most dishonest, tyranni- 
cal and unjust policy ever attempted to 
bo forced upon a people. Ho was shocked 
and astonished that so many members 
could be found to give a government 
that had violated so persistently tho 
principles of llespousible Government 
their supoort. 

Mr. Smithe having disclaimed refer- 
ring to the peoplo of Victoria as a drunk- 
en mob, 

Mr. Humphreys indicated Mr. Booth 
as the offending member. 

Mr. Holhrook said ho should support 
the Hill ns it did not ask for any land on 
the Mainland. Ho was of opinion that 
tho mission of Mr. Walkem was to havo 
tho railroad commenced at Esquimalt 
and carried by the Bute Inlet route. The 
true time for opening negotiations we,s 
when Mr. Edgar was h,ere. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem denied , that tho 
Government had placed tho matter un- 
conditionally in Lord Carnarvon's hands, 
or that he hat! been told at London and 
Ottawa that legislation on the new terms 
was necessary. Mr. Mackenzie had 
manifested good will to him and hnd told 
him that legislation wns unnecessary. 
Tho first intimation ho had hud that 
legislation was necessary was upon the 
receipt of the dispatch which be hail laid 
before the House almost tho moment it 
was received. Ho had had nothing to do 
with tho action of the Senato, and it was 
paying him and the Chief Commissioner 
a high compliment to say that thoy bad 
listened to their feeble utterances, and it 
was paying the Senato of Canada a very 
poor compliment,

DELAYED^TSPATCHES.

— A very ex- 
traordinary attempt at murder was 
mado hero last evening.

Suttou, who was in tho 
army in tho Mexican war, and a man 
named Koss. Sutton anil Ross wero 
about to open a largo billiard room. 
According to Sutton's ante mortem 
statement Robs came to liim this af- 
ternoon and took him to the fourth 
story of the building they were to oc- 
cupy to consult with him about some 
improvements. While there Ross at- 
tacked him with a heavy hammer and 
a sharp instrument. After that every- 
thing was a blank to Sutton fov two 
hours. Then ho revived and crawled 
down two pairs of stairs, to where 
there was a workman, who saw that 
ho was covered with blood and nearl}' 
dead. The polico, surgeons, and the 
district attorney wero summoned. The 
physicians say Sutton must die. In 
liis ante mortem statement ho said 
Ross was his murderer.
